there is much more business with good 
prospects. Billets are quoted at $15.25 
Xvith scarcely any demand at present, 
and rods at $21. while No. 27 black 
sheets are quoted at only 2 cents. Re- 
ports that 25,000 tons of steel plate and 
sheet bars have been exported to Eng- 
land are only indications oi the tempo- 
rary excess of supply over deimmd in 
this country, and are not supposed to 
have realized any profit. Yet it is 
stated that prices or cast pipes tire from 
62 to S3 per ton lower at New York 
than at Scotch works. Bars are quoted 
at the lowest price ever known at 
Philadelphia, without much improve- 
ment in the demand, and. steel rails 
are still inactive and unchanged iu 
price, the railroads waiting for a de- 
cline corresponding to the fall in bil- 
lets. But on the whole the demand 
for iron and steel products is slowly 
gaining, and a considerable propor- 
tion of the works is fully employed, 
though the gain is not yet enough for 
those who have taken large stocks of 
material or products on speculation.

of 30 miles. Referring 10 this matter, a j 
writer in Leslie's Weekly says: "The 
period that elapaei from t he time of infec- 
tion to tbe first appear icce of illness is 
abort in the malignant vi-riety—from two 
to six days only—bat it seems to be longer 
In the mild type. The plague la practi- 
cally restricted at present to a belt of 
which Mesopotamia is t be center, and it 
tends eastward more than in any other 
direction. 
It is easily checked if the 


authorities escape the e TOT of overlook- 
ing tbe occurrence of <-asea cf the mild 
variety and that of shntt mg their eyes to 
tbe fact that such caeef may give rlee to. 
others of the malignant type. Our own 
unitary authorities, fort mately, are fully 
alive to these facts, and we believe there 
need be no appreuenaio a of an invasion 
of the United States by ta* plague.1* 


We do not think tbat t be conditions in

Boston, Feb. 5—Wednesday was the 


Int day of th* session, for the introiluc- 
tioa of new business and the way that the 
petitions and bills oa leave flowed into 
the clerk's offices was a caution. The 
time of the Senate and the House has been 
taken since Wednesday with the reading 
of the measures. The vast quantity of 
proposed legislation that has since been 
introduced will give committees all they 
can stagger under tor many weeks. 


A«k Pay, Bui No Report. 


The report of the apecial commission 


appointed by Governor Wolcott, to ex- 
amine and report into the affairs of the 
Massachusetts Benefit Ufa association was 
expected early in the week, but the docu- 
ment hasn't been seen as yet. The com- 
missioners have submitted their bill for 
services thus far rendered. They ask for 
|3SOO, or $700 apiece for a little more than 
two months work. 


The immediate effect of their bill was 


the introduction in the house by Mr, Mc- 
Carthy of Boston, of an order that calls 
for the termination of the services of this 
commission at once. Now the report is 
current that the commissioners who had 
their report almost drawn, if not quite 
ready to submit to the governor, have 
withheld it and propose to revise it. 
Meanwhile there is plenty of grumbling 
among the members of the legislature| 
whose constituents are continually asking 
for the results of this commission's inves- 
tigation. 


William*town's Court. 


The hearing before the committee on 


public service on the petition of the jus- 
tice of the district court at Williamstown 
was held early in the week, the petitioner 
being represented by Representative Hall 
of Williamstown, who briefly told the 
members of the committee the circuna- 
stancesof the case. 


It seems, according to the statements by 


Mr. Hall that the salary of the justice of 
this court is only $300 a year, the same as 
it was when the court was established, 
notwithstanding the fact that the popula- 
tion of Williamstown, has nearly, if not 
quite doubled since 1885, while the busi- 
ness of the court has tripled. 
The re- 


moval of the yards of the Fitchburg rail- 
road company of North Adams to the col- 
lege town seems to be the cause of the in- 
crease of the business of tbe court, but 
nothing has been done toward increasing 
the compensation of the justice. In addi- 
tion to his greatly increased labors, he 
does all the clerical work of the court, ' 
which he proposes to do should his salary 
be raised to $1000. 


Another important point brought out 


by the representative from Williamstown 
was the fact that the court had turned 
into the county and town treasuries over 
$6000 above theexpenses for its own mam. 
tenance, since the date of its organiza- 
tion. 


There was no remonstrance to the peti- 


tion and tha committee seemed to be im- 
pressed with the conviction that the peti- 
tion was a reasonable one. 
A favorable 


report on the same is looked for early in 
the we«k. 


Kegulalius Bill Postlus. 


Representative 
Richmond has intro- 


duced a petion for legislation relative to 
the regulation and supervision of the 
posting of theatrical and other show bills 


The bill hasn't been drawn up as yet« 


but the petition is in and the necessity of 
a suspension of rules for th? consideration 
of the matter later in the session Is thereby 
obviated. Mr. Richmond's action is un- 
doubtedly the result of the agitation in 
North Adams and calls for legislation 
that will guard all parts of the Common- 
wealth from offences to the public de- 
cency, such as have been perpetrated in 
the northern Berkshire city recently. 


The provisions of the bill will undoubt- 


edly call tor regulations relative to the 
posting of all theatrical bills and penal- 
ties for the posting of improper ones, 
This sort of legislation will meet with the 
support of the law and order element o 
Joston, which is always an important 
tactor in matters of legislation here at 
! 


;he state house. 


Ol Loral Intercut* 


Representative Richmond has intro- 


duced a resolve providing for an appro- 
priation of §15,000 for the completion of 
,he new state normal school at North 
Adams. 


Representative Magenta has introduced 


a petition asking for compensation for 
Frank Beagan, of North Adams, who lost 
three of his fingers, through the alleged 
carelessness of one of his fellow prisoners 
at the Concord Reformatory. 


Representative Richmond 
has intro- 


duced a bill providing for tbe payment by 
the commonwealth to James F. O'Neil 
the sum of $200 m lieu of injuries, received 
while the petitioner was employed by the 
Troy and Greenfield railroad when the 
same was under state control. 
The pe- 


tition upon which the bill is based is 
signed by Mayor Houghton and other 
prominent citizens of North Adams. 


Proposed Change at Williams, 


A plan to centralize the athletic inter- 


ests of Williams college lias been reported 
by a committee from the Gargoyle senior 
society which has had it in charge and 
will soon be acted upon by tbe college 
students.
